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Redistributing the Sexes. 

FEeMALEs are in excess of males in almost all, 
if not, indeed, in all countries of the world, 
except the United States, where, in the total 
of white population, there were, according to 
the last cenfius, an excess of upwards of 70U,- 
000 males. This excess is partly to be account- 
ed for from the circumstance that among emi- 
grants males are most numerous. Men are 
better able to leave their homes and settle 
abroad than women, and furthermore, are not 
so much kept at home by local attachments. 
They feel it incumbent ‘‘to go and seek their 
fortunes,” impelled by ambition, love of ad- 
venture, or hope of speedy gain. 

These causes have operated powerfully in 
some of our Eastern States, and have drawn 
heavily on their male population, so much so, 
indeed, as to leave a preponderance of females 
in all of them, except Maine and Vermont. 


In the territories, the disproportion of the 
sexes was, and is, naturally much greater. 


This unequal distribution of the sexes, ob- 
viously detrimental to the morality, as well as 
the material welfare of the country, has long 
attracted the attention of reflecting men, but 
has not, until lately, called out any practical, 
or attempt at practical remedy, except on a 
very small scale. A few years ago, Governor 
Slade of Vermont, undertook to promote the 
emigration of women from New England to 
some of the Western States, but only a few 
hundred, we believe, went out under his aus- 
pices. It was not until last winter that the 
matter was made the subject of Executive no- 
tice,and recommendation. Gov. Andrew of 
Massachusetts, who combines more of practi- 
cal philosophy, with propagandist zeal than 
any statesman of the day, called the attention

About the same time the Legislature of 
Washington Territory, within which, in 1860, 
there were 8,225 males, and only 2,913 females, 
acting under the inspirations of a Mr. Mercer, 
authorized him, as agent, to undertake the en- 
listment of women for the territory. It 
made no appropriation for the purpose, nor 
did attach any emolument to his office. 
It Seems that,this gentleman came east, met 
with hearty coopération from Governor An- 
drew, and eSpecially from Gen. Grant, and 
was received withfavor in those districts where 
the female population most largely predomin- 
ates. The net results of his efforts seem to be, 
that upwards of one thousand women, most of 
them between the ages of 16 and 20 years, have

The movement may be regarded as experi- 
mental, but there can be little doubt of its sue- 
cess, and, if successful, it will probably result 
in establishing an equilibrum in the distribu- 
tion of the sexes throughout the country, so 
far as that equilibrium can be established, 
under the present preponderance of males. 

The circumstances under which these young 
women go to the Pacific slope, contrast strongly 
with these which attached to the somewhat 
corresponding immigration of women to the 
colonies of Virginia and Georgia. The mo- 
thers of the ‘‘ chivalry,” or a large proportion 
of them, were women taken from houses of 
correction, or arrested for social improprieties 
not necessary to name.

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THE FISH TRADE OF NEW YORK. 


Tue city of New York has always been cele- 
brated as a fish depot throughout the world. Her 


tribe, and as facilities for transportation have increased, | 


speed, to Gotham, from whence they are transferred to 
every available point in tl’e United States where fish are | 
eaten, or to reach which they can be kept in a respectable 
degree of freshness. Labrador gives up her halibut, 
and the Southern rivers their mullet, the western lakes 
their white fish, siskawit and pickerel, the streams of 
Maine and Canada their salmon, and the soft flowing 
waters of Pennsylvania their trout, all to grace the | 
epicurean tables of New York, or, laid stark and cold | 
upon Rockland Lake ice, to be whisked away to other | 
languishing palates, either in our own land or in Europe. 
Fulton Market, one of the oldest in New York, is at 
the eastern foot of Fulton street, and occupies one block, | 
exclusive of the fish building, which has a frontage of | 
about 350 feet on South street, the rear upon the East 
River, over which one half the building is extended, for 
the convenience of the dealers, in taking their fishy 
commodities direct from the cans ur boxes in which 


they are kept to the stands. ’ 


Our illustrations show, firstly, the 
interior of the fisb market, in which 
buiildng the largest amount of busi- 
ness is transacted between the hours 
of three and eight in the morning, 
during which time the retail dealers 
of the city and vicinity come in for 
their stock, After the latter hour 
the general public begin to look out 
for their dinners, and by twelve the 
sales are over, and the busy spot is 
comparatively deserted. 

The rear view, with the fishing 
smacks unloading, is one of especial 
interest, for here the small vessels 
used for catching and transporting 
arrive, and transfer their cargoes to 
the boxes or fish cans. These boxes 
are simply square receptacles, con- 
structed with a door on top, and 
interstices between the bofrding, 80 
that water can have free circulation. 
They float in the area behind the 
market, each dealer having a certain 
space in the water for his caps. In 
these the fish will live weeks, per- 
haps months, and be always ready 
and fresh to hie owner’s hinds. To 
this spot come the boats t. om evéry 
part, bringing their cargoes in what 
are called “ welle,”’ which are simply 
compartments in tc centre of the 
vessel, with holes divectiy through 
the bottom for the circulation of 
water and keeping the tenan's alive. 

“ Old Long Island’s sea girt shore” 
is the favorite fishing ground, and 
there some thousands of jolly fisher- 
men pluck a living from the briny 
deep. At Gravesend they fish with 
what is generally known as the pound 
net, enclo: + ims « space,

constructed on the principal of a broad mouth, gradually 
leading the fish onward, until they find th+meelves en- 
trapped in a circumscribed apartment, from which they 
are easily taken. Occasionally, an unwelcome Visitaut 
is found in these places in the shape of a shark or a devil 
fish, and, as a consequence, he comes in for no gentle 
usage at the hands of the capturers. 

On other parts of Long Island shore, the fishing is 


different seasons, and under different circumstances, 
the haul varies, but occasionally the draught ie suffi- 
ciently miraculous to disturb even the equanimity of 
the stolid fishermen themselves. 
With this general summary we commend the fish 
to every New Yorker, or visitant of the city, with 
a certainty that there are many things as well worth see- 
ing as on any other visit to the institutions.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT AT AUBURN. 


Anoruer of those terrible disasters that have 
of late made traveling an expedition more dangerous 
than going into battle, occurred upon the New York 
Central Railroad, at Auburn, on Saturday, Sept. 30th, 
an illustration of which we give this week. Our cor- 
respondent says: “‘ On visiting the scene of the disaster 
on Sunday morning, a terrible sight was presented by 
the shattered and crushed cars, fragments of which 
were strewn for several rods along the ground. There 
were hundreds of people present during the day, and 
all expressed their astonishment at the fact that none of 
the passengers were killed or fatally injured by the 

| terrible plunge. There was nothing of the running 
gear of the cars left intact, while the sides and ends 
| were crushed in and smashed up fearfully. Many of 
the passengers were thrown nearly the entire length of 
the cars, hurled to the front, and jammed together by 
the shock, when they were so suddenly checked in their 
rapid speed. One of those most seriously injured, a 
gentleman named Francis Worden, was bruised beneath 
the debris of a wrecked car, one of its timbers lying 
| across his chest, and another across his forehead, almost

THe excavations at 
Pompeii are going on with 
an activity stimulated by 
the important discoveries 
made almost at every step, 
and the quantities of gold 
and silver found, which 
more than suffice to cover 
the cost of the work. Near 
the Temple of Juno, of 
which an account was re- 
cently given, bas just been 
brought to light a house 
no doubt belonging to 
some millionaire of the 
time, as the furniture is 
of ivory, bronze and 
marble. The couches of 
the triclinium, or dining- 
room, are especially of 
extreme richness. The 
flooring con%ists of an im- 
mense mosaic, well pre- 
served in and of 
which the centre repre- 
sents a table laid out for 
a grand dinner.
